All of which sent us back to WllUnm 
Shakespeare, who died long before the mod- 
ern union movement arose but who yet live,' 
because hjiman nature cliaiiKes little throiiRli 
the ages. It wa.i Shyloek iii the Mercliiuii 
of Venice, explalnlnR why he Insisted ujion 
his pound of flesh, who told Antonio's frienil, 
SMarlno: 

"Tho vllllany you teach mc I will execute; 
and Itr shall go hard but I will better llie 
Instruction," 

Or, as the union loader.? mlRlit tell Pre.sl- 
dent Roosevelt, pnrnphrnsiiiK slightly ttie 
words of an old song: 

"You made us what we are today: We hope 
you're satlsllcd." 

For most of 10 years Mr. Roosevelt's nd- 
ministration devoted Itself to building up tlie 
UQlon movement — not merely to freeing 
working men from nithlcw domination nnil 
— explDltaUon by powcrlul eniployern, bHt lo 
reversing the- filtuatlon so tlmt the unions 
were given legal prcrogntlves that employers 
never have had In modern times, while 
ployers were deprived by executive law of 
prerogatives that workers always pos.se.s.'ied 
in theory, whether or not they were nblc lo 
exercise them. 

By precept and example the unions were 
taught to hold In contempt and distrust any- 
body who had either money or position of 
authority. By supreme court Interpretation 
ol the statutes, they were assured thnt ttiey 
■ ■were above nil laws applicable to oUilt.s. 
A Michigan governor who accepted the flr.st 
great sitdown strike was repudiated by hla 
constituents, and then promoted by the ad- 
ministration to head the department of Jus- 
tice, from which any control over union ex- 
cesses would have to spring, and later Wiis 
placed on tho bench of the .supreme Court. 

Tho American workingmnn is not dumb. 
He can take a hint. If It Is broad enough anil 
Is repeated with sutflelent [reaiiency. He got 
the Idea, and he learned tho lesson well. 

What he does not apparently understand Is 
that the morality against private economic 
adversaries does not apply when It Is tho ad- 
ministration that Is embarrassed, and his 
country Is at war,

The state's new optional Income tax blank, 
Form 40 A. which "may bo Hied instead at 
Form 40 by residents or non-rcsldents report- 
ing on the cash basis if gros,s Income Is not 
more than $3,000 and Is only from salary, 
wages, dividends, Interest and unemployment 
compensation." contains a Joker, according to 
this accountant. 

. The optional form makes no pro vision. -for. 
a credit on any federal Income taxes paid 
during 1043. he points out, and state income 
, taxpayers who ttlao pay federal Income tax 
may find that the use of optional Form 40 A 
will result in a higher state lax than they 
would be reciutrcd lo pay » they used the 
regular Form 40, 

Assuming that this is the case, those who 
are liable lor Idaho Income tax paymcnis 
abould not let the "simplicity" of the optional 
rorm win them over, unless they would Just 
as soon pay extra for the convenience. It 
might be a good idea for them to figure their 
state tax liability on both forms, particularly 
If they are Interested In^savinET-themselves 
money.
